Correspondent ut Key West Says Fleet 
Him Alarming Order. 
N ew York. March I.—The corre­ 
spondent of a New York paper in Key 
West sends the following:

through the province. They do not allow 
the Spaniards to get out of their towns. 
Generals Delgado and Ducasi are the 
principal Cuban leaders in that prov­ 
ince.

lowaru William Mosey.

William did not move.

edged that he was at the mercy of his 
opponent, saying he was paralyzed and 
coold do nothing. 
Gilson then threw down his knife 
with a carse and walked from the sa­ 
loon,one hand pressed to his right breast.

At the door Gilson was met by James 
Earing who keeps a restaurant in the 
same building. Fred had disappeared 
immediately after the fatal thrust and 
Gilson was looking for him.

saloon as strong as any. 
Squiro Paisley decided the autopsy 
should be held at once, and the doctors 
did not require long to determine the 
cause of death. 
The testimony of the 
doctors was taken, and shows the result 
of the examination. 
They found the 
wound was in the breast, three inches 
to the right and four inches below the 
left nipple. 
The cut was three inches 
in length, and when the knife de­ 
scended it had cut a rib completely in 
two, and penetrated the apex of the 
heart almost an inch. 
Meantime Marshal John Starkey had 
been looking for tho culprit. 
Ho had 
heard of the murder soon after it oc­ 
curred, and, after learuing the particu­ 
lars. went to the saloon, but Mosey was 
not there. 
Accompanied by John Elli­ 
ott, who was present when the crime 
was committed, he started for Mosey’s 
home. 
When near the house they saw 
the boy approaching. He w alked boldly 
to the officer, with the remark that he 
was going to give himself up. 
Elliott 
asked him if he knew what he had 
done. 
“ I guess so,” was the reply, without 
the slightest show of emotion. 
“That 
fellow had been following me for two 
weeks.” 
The officer locked him in the little jail 
and deprived him of the knife. 
It is by 
no means a murderous looking weapon, 
being nothing more than a jack knife of 
a kind often seen in Irondale since they 
are given away by the manufacturers of 
a popular tobacco. 
Squire Paisley deemed it advisable to 
give Mosey a hearing at once, and as 
soon as the papers were arranged he 
was asked if he was guilty. 
He de­ 
clared he was not and in default of 
$1000 bail he was committed to the 
Steubenville jail to await the action of 
the grand jury. 
If a special jury is not 
called to investigate his case Mosey will 
remain in jail nntil next May. 
Marshal Starkey took his prisoner to 
Steubenville 
on 
the evening train, 
Mosey having nothing to say of the 
tragic affair. 
Soon after Gilson had breathed his 
last, Will Close informed his sister, Mrs. 
Gilson, of the murder. 
She has not 
been in the best of health for some time, 
and became hysterical, although the 
neighbors did all they could to comfort 
her. 
Yet it was a scene of sadness. 
W ith her three 
fatherless children 
scarcely realizing the awful force of the 
calamity that had befallen them, but 
sorrowing because their mother sor­ 
rowed, she remained in her humble 
home almost frantic with grief. 
For some reason the body was not re­ 
moved from the doctor’s office until IO 
o’clock, when Undertaker Kerr, a rela­ 
tive of the deceased, came from Saline­ 
ville and had it removed to the desolate 


home. 
The murder caused intense excite­ 
ment. 
The news soon spread to every 
house in the villiage, and the street in 
front of the office where the man lay 
dying 
was 
filled 
with 
people. 
There was no demonstration against 
Mosey. 
In spite of the grave charge 
he had many friends in the village who 
believed there was some explanation for 
the affair. 
Squire Paisley however, de- 


s i r e 
d 
t o take no risks. 
He feared that 
some of Gilson’s friends might become 
infuriated when they learned all details 
of the murder, and hurried Mosey to 
the county jail. Even after the prisoner 
had gone the excitement continued and 
until late in the night the murder was 
everywhere discussed^ 


difficulty. 
He was not looked upon as 
a vicious man, and made enough money 
to provide well for all tho wants of his 
f 'rally. 
His brother is Richard Gilson, 
telegraph operator at Brilliant, and two 
other brothers are employed in an iron 
♦nill at Cleveland. 
John F. 
Gil-on, 
proprietor of the Irondale courier is 
another brother. 
Fred Mosey is only a lad. 
He has 
worked in the dipping house at the mill, 
hut in recent months has been tending 
bar in his father’s saloon. The father is 
an invalid, and the mothor has been 
dead for IO years. 
He, too, has lived 
the greater part of his life in that 
vicinity, and is known to everybody. 
Until Inst night no serious charge had 
ever been made against him. 
His repu­ 
tation was not that of a bruiser or 
tough, and the greatest surprise was ex­ 
pressed when it became known that he 
was charged with the crime. He Named 
to observe the matter as anything but 
unusual, and was not agitated at any 
time after his arrest.

It was the 
verdict expected by all Irondale. 
A largo crowd was present when 
Squire Paisley examined the witnesses. 
They were Thomas Gallagher, James 
Starkey, Doctor Hemphill. Doctor Oliver 
and Urie Elliott. 
The testimony con­ 
fined the facts as given above. 
Mrs. Gilson is somewhat improved to­ 
day, although she is still suffering from 
the shock. 
It was feared at first that 
her condition would become critical. 
Arrangements have all been made for 
the funeral. 
Services will be held to­ 
morrow afternoon at I o’clock, and the 
remains will be interred at Chestnut 
Grove cemetery.

A CLEVER FIRE HORSE. 


TU« Clenr He» dod Animal That Chief 
Webber of Boston U» ed to I>rlr« . 
The rule in the Boston department is 
to reach the tire as soon as it can be 
done with safety. When an alarm comes 
in, the firemen have that rule in mind. 
They are not think ing about posing for 
the public, but what they are lik ely to 
find at the end of their ride, aud when 
accidents occur in nine cases ont of ten 
they are more lik ely to be dne to the 
carelessness or fright of the public than 
to the reck lessness of the firemen them­ 
selves. 
There are approximately 2,000 
alarms a year in this city, to each of 
which from one to eight pieces respond 
Comimre the activity and momentum 
thus let loose, but sk illfully controlled, 
with the total resulting casualties of a 
year, aud the showing will justify the 
department as a whole every time. 
The horses themselves share not only 
the spirit but the k nowledge of the sit­ 
uation, and to their training and intel­ 
ligence is due to no small degree the 
comparative exemption from serious 
accidents which the department enjoys. 
A few years ago Chief Webber drove as 
his fire horse an animal which well ex­ 
emplified these characteristics. He had 
a head lik e a wedge, aud he could run 
for a deer. His fire gait was a mn. He 
was famous for economizing his oppor- 
tanitiea 
Fveii in a thick ly crowded 
street, if he saw a hundred feet clear in 
trout of him, he made it on the run. If 
an obstruction suddenly appeared, he 
would brace himself aud sk ate over the 
pavement 
until his momeutnm was 
overcome. Then with the next opening 
the feat was repeated, while he writhed 
in and out lik e a snak e among inter­ 
cepting teams and usually was among 
the first arrivabs at the scene of the fire. 
On one occasion he took himself and 
the buggy to a tiro some distance from 
quarters without a driver and arrived 
safely and at the right box. The un­ 
initiated who saw his movements might 
havo called them reck less, but during 
his five xjr six years of service he at­ 
tended more tires than any other horse 
in tho department, aud no serious acci­ 
dent to himself or others resulted.— 
Boston Transcript.

foiiminces by Amirican stars of the first 
rank . It is intended to mak e it in every 
sense a typical Américain theater in ap­ 
pointments, me ihcds and performers 
aud it is to be 1 c pt open for the entire 
term of the exposition, from April till 
Novemtor. 
Tbf projectors of this unique and 
elaborate scheme are three New York 
gentlemen, who have notified the gov­ 
ernment ofticdals at Washington,throngh 
their representative now in Washington, 
that they have snbscribed a guarantee 
fond of $250,000 each to carry the plan 
through. 
The main projector of the 
movement is Mr. Alexander Lichten­ 
stein, one of the managers of tho Har­ 
lem Opera Honse in New York , repre­ 
senting the estate of the late Benjamin 
Lichtenstein, which owns the Harlem 
Opera Honse and several large oftice 
buildings in the same city. The estate 
subscribes $250,000, and two New York 
businessmen, one a bank er and the oth­ 
er a diamond merchant, whose names I 
could not learn, have also subscribed a 
lik e sum eocu, mak ing $750,000 in all. 
The repn sentativeof these gentlemen, 
Mr. George A. Blumenthal, one of the 
associate managers of the Harlem Ope ra 
Hornee, has filed with the state depart­ 
ment an application for space, setting 
forth the full plans of the scheme. 
He 
is now in Washington to present the 
details to those in charge of exiKisition 
affairs aud is interesting the New York 
congressional delegation and other in- 
flneutial men in the application. 
Mr. Blumenthal has told several gen­ 
tlemen in W’asbiugton that for some 
week s Mr. Lichtenstein aud he have 
been completing the final plans for a 
theater in the exposition gronnds, to be 
built of steel, 75 feet frout and 150 feet 
deep, to seat, according to the architect’s 
plans, 2,760 persons, with a roof garden 
of most elaborate design, with a capacity 
that will accommodate 2,100 people. 
There are to be fonr tiers of proscenium 
boxes, four boxes in each tier, on each 
side of the stage, mak ing 32 in all, seat­ 
ing eight persons. The total cost of the 
bnilding, it is estimated, will be $250, 
000. 
The entire building will be k ept open 
seven days in the week from 9 o’clock 
in the morning until 12 at night, anc 
three performances will I» given each 
day. In the morning, from 10 to half 
past 12, there will be a vaudeville per 
formance by American performers of the 
first rank . In the afternoons and even­ 
ings operas, dramas, comedies and bnr 
lesques will be presented. 
If an opera 
is given in the afternoon, then in the 
evening there will be a drama or a com 
ody, or vice versa. This plan, it i 
thought, will be to the advantage of ev­ 
erybody concerned, as it will enable the 
sightseers to witness a greater variety 
of entertainments and a greater nnmber 
of our representative actors in a limited 
period, while it will also give the actors 
opportnnity to enjoy the sights of the 
exposition dnriug their engagement at 
the theater. Each star and company 
that plays at the theater will be re­ 
quired to give from three to five per­ 
formances a week —in no case more than 
five. 
In selecting the actors who are to ap 
pear at the Exposition theater it is the 
intention of the management to engage 
only those who havo achieved natioua’ 
fame and who are regarded here as thor 
ougbly representative Americans. 
Ne­ 
gotiations have already been opened 
with Mr. Richard Mansfield as the fore­ 
most exponent of the American dramatic 
actor, with Mr. Nat Goodwin as the 
representative comedian aud with Miss 
Lillian Rnssell as the leading comic op­ 
era prima donna. 
No selection has yet 
been made for the burlesque roles, but 
this class of entertainment is to be one 
of the features of the series of perform­ 
ances, aud the very best actors aud ac­ 
tresses obtainable will be secured.

The rule in the Boston department is 
to reach the tire as soon as it can be 
done with safety When an alarm comes 
iu, the firemen have that rule in mind 
They are not thinking abont posing for 
the public, hut what they are likely to 
find at the cud of their ride, aud when 
accidents occur in nine cases out of ten 
they are more likely to be duo to the 
carelessness or fright of the public than 
to the recklessness of the firemen them­ 
selves. 
There are approximately 2,000 
alarms a year in this city, to each of 
which from one to eight pieces respond 
Comiiare the activity and momentum 
thus let loose, but skillfully controlled, 
with the total resulting casualties of a 
year. and the showing w ill justify the 
department as a whole every time 
The horses themselves share not only 
the spirit but the knowledge of the sit 
nation, and to their training aud intel 
ligeuce is due to no small degree the 
comparative 
exemption from serious 
accidents which the department enjoys. 
A few years ago Chief Webber drove as 
his Bro horse an animal which well ex­ 
emplified these characteristics. 
He had 
a head like a wedge, and he coaid run 
for a deer. His fire gait was a run. 
He 
was famous for economizing his oppor­ 
tunities. 
Even in a thickly crowded 
street, if he saw a hundred feet dear in 
front of him, he made it on the run. If 
an obstruction suddenly appeared, he 
would brace himself aud skate over the 
pavement 
until his 
momentum was 
overcome. Then with the next opening 
Hie feat was repeated, while he writhed 
in aud out like a snake among inter 
cepting teams and usually was among 
the first arrivals at the scene of the fire. 
On one occasion be took himself and 
the buggy to a fire some distance from 
quarters without a driver and arrived 
safely and at the right box. 
The un 
initiated who saw his movements might 
have called them reckless, but during 
his five or six years of service he at­ 
tended more fires than any other horse 
in the department, and uo serious acci­ 
dent to himself or others resulted.—

Application has been made for spaoo 
in tho American action of the Paris ex­ 
position of li»00 iii which to erect a 
ipleudid American theater and roof gar­ 
den, to he callid the American theater 
and to be given over bi American vaude­ 
ville, hurlesqne, drama aud opera per­ 
formances by American stars of the first 
rank. It ie intended to make it in every 
sense a typical American theater in ap­ 
pointments, mi I bcd* 
and performers 
and it is to be 11 pt open for the entire 
term of the exposition, from April till 
November 
The 
projectors of this unique and 
elaborate scheme are three New York 
gen ti nu n, who have notified the gov­ 
ernment officials at Washington, through 
their representative now in W ashington, 
that they have subscribed a guarantee 
fund of $250,000 each to carry the plan 
through. 
The main projector of tho 
movement is Mr. Alexander Lichten­ 
stein, one of the managers of tho Har­ 
lem Opera House in New York, repre­ 
senting the estate of the late Benjamin 
Lichtenstein, which owns the Harlem 
Opera House and several large oftice 
buildings in the same city. 
The estate 
subscribes $250,000, and two New York 
business men, one a banker and tho oth­ 
er a diamond merchant, whose names I 
could not learn, have also subscribed n 
like sum enc,', making $750,000 in all. 
* The representative of these gent leman, 
Mr. George A. Blumentbal, one of the 
associate managers of the Harlem Opera 
House, bas filed with the state depart­ 
ment an application for space, setting 
forth the full plans of the scheme. 
He 
is now in Washington to present the 
details to those in charge of exposition 
affairs aud is interesting the New York 
congressional delegation and other in­ 
fluential men in the application. 
Mr. Blumentbal has told several gen­ 
tlemen in Washington that for some 
weeks Mr. Lichtenstein and he have 
been completing the final plans for a 
theater in the exposition grounds, to be 
built of steel, 75 feet frotit and 150 feet 
deep, to seat, according to the an hitect’s 
plans, 2,760 p erso n s, with a roof garden 
of most elaborate design, with a Capac tty 
that w ill accommodate 2, IOO people. 
There are to be four tiers of proscenium 
boxes, four boxes in each tier, on each 
side of the stage, making 32 in all, seat­ 
ing eight persons. 
Th© total cost of the 
building, it is estimated, w ill be $250,- 
000. 
The entire building w ill be kept open 
seven days in the week from 9 o’clock 
in the morning until 12 at night, and 
three performances w ill be given each 
day. 
In the morning, from IO to half 
past 12, there w ill be a vaudeville per 
formance by American performers of the 
first rank. 
In the afternoons and even 
tags operas, dramas, comedies and bur 
lesques w ill be presented. 
If an opera 
is given in the afternoon, then in the 
evening there w ill be a drama or a coni 
edy, or vice versa. 
This plan, it is 
thought, will be to the advantage of ev­ 
erybody concerned, as it w ill enable the 
sightseers to witness a greater variety 
of entertainments and a greater number 
of our representative actors in a lim iter 
period, while it w ill also give the actors 
opportunity to enjoy the sights of the 
exposition daring their engagement at 
the theater. 
Each star and company 
that plays at the theater w ill be re 
quired to give from three to five per 
formanoes a week— in no case more than 
five. 
In selecting the actors who are to ap­ 
pear at the Exposition theater it is the 
intention of the management to engage 
only those who have achieved national 
fame and who are regarded here as thor­ 
oughly representative Americans. 
Ne­ 
gotiations have already been opened 
with Mr. Richard Mansfield as the fore­ 
most exponent of the American dramatic 
actor, with Mr. Nut Goodwin as the 
representative comedian aud with Miss 
Lillian Russell us the leading comic op­ 
era prima donna. 
No selection has yet 
been made for the burlesque roles, but 
this class of entertainment is to be one 
of the features of the series of perform­ 
ances, aud the very best actors aud ac­ 
tresses obtainable w ill be secured. 
The productions as well as the plays 
and the operas and the actors will be 
thoroughly American, aud the projectors 
of the scheme have already made ar­ 
rangements with several American cos­ 
tumers and scenic artists to provide the 
necessary appurtenances.

o nes fro m the egg« . Terrapin begin lay- 
in " abo ut the m iddle o f May, and the 
eggs batch iu abo o t 80 days.

A. T. L avallette o f Crisfield has an 
immcnBe terrapin po und, w hich is se­ 
er rely fenced iu so as to prevent the es­ 
cape o f th e high priced inm ates. He has 
at present abo ut 10,000 terrapin, mo st 
o f which, ho wever, are no w iu the vvin- 
ter’s sleep, no t iu the po und, but in n 
big cellar.

At no tim e shall the 
terrapin caught m easure less than five 
inches o n the undersbell.

ghall have in his po ssessio n, expo se fo r 
bale o r buy any o f the afo resaid fish 
during tho clo sed sca.vcii. 
Geo rge Riggiu, ano ther largo dealer, 
who has a po und co ntaining between 
8.000 and 10,000 terrapin, says: 
“ The bill w ill have the tendency to 
destro y o ur business 
and thro w the 
trade o f M aryland dealers 
Into 
the 
hands o f V irginians, w hile a t the same 
tim e it w ill retard instead o f pro mo t- 
iug the pro pagatio n o f terrapin. 
The 
terrapins will be caught just the same, 
and instead o f being so ld to legitim ate 
dealers who wo uld place them iu po unds 
where they m ight gro w and fatten they 
w ill be kept in barrtds and bo xes until 
tho seaso n o pens, when they w ill be 
placed upo n the m arket in a bad co ndi­ 
tio n. 
“ There is a great m i^ipprehensio u 
amo ng the m ajo rity o f peo ple as to the 
actual age o f a terrapin which measures 
eight inches o n the under shell.

( riffle Id, Md., built on oyster shells 
the prat of the terrapin trade of th* 
ChcTipeake and the home of State Iri^h 
Conin iff-loner James a Tawes, who is 
preparing to put in operation a plan for 
restoring the supi Iv of the toothsome 
di tiuond hack. Ile is confident that the 
terrap in can be propagated w ith ease 
and su rp risin g cheapness, and that with 
the aid of the state the supply may 
easily be maintained. 
Tho cause of the 
rapid decline in the quantity of terrap in 
Is considered by the natives to be due 
to the destruction of the terrapin eggs 
These are laid in high, sandy places, 
nod scores of people patrol the^Fndy 
beaches dally in the seasou in search of 
them. 
They carry them off to be eaten 
as table luxuries, just as hens’ eggs are. 
They are very rich and delicious. Com­ 
missioner Tawes proposes, if he receives 
a sufficient appropriation to justify it, to 
inclose a comber of females in a state 
pound or pounds and to batch out young 
ones from the eggs Terrapin begin lay­ 
ing a lion t tho middle of May, and the 
eggs batch in about 80 days. 
The fe­ 
male terrapin scratches a hole in the 
fund, deposits her eggs, from 13 to 19, j 
in it, and then covers them up and a1- j 
lows tho heat of the snn on the sand to 
hatch them. 
They orc not much bigger when 
hat- bed than a m an’s thum b nail and are 
as soft as dough. They crawl around in 
.. lively way and begin to hunt for tic ir 
food, which consists of small fish, crabs, 
tc. 
Iii tho first summer they are quito 
small, and about Nov. I they go into 
their winter quarters. 
These consist of 
soft mud boles in the marsh, or on the 
bottom of some stream. Here thej sleep 
until about the middle of April or later, 
and when they come out they are about 
four inches iii breadth. 
The next year 
they have increased to six inches, and 
the third to seven inches. Commission­ 
er Tawes thinks that there are several 
varieties on the coast, bot that in some 
of the southern states they have precise­ 
ly the same variety as in Maryland, the 
only difference being that in this state 
the period of hibernating is louger than 
it is further south. 
Commissioner Tawes is of the opin­ 
ion that ho could make a decided im­ 
pression upon tho terrapin supply iu a 
short time. 
He would do this, not be­ 
cause the terrapin is a luxury, but be­ 
cause it used to bo and can again become 
a source of great profit to those who 
catch it upon the great marshes of the 
Chesapeake bay and its tributaries. 
A. T. Lavallette of Crisfield has an 
immense terrapin pound, which is se­ 
curely fenced in so as to prevent the es 
cape of the high priced inmates. He bas 
at present about 10,000 terrapin 
of which, however, are now in the w in­ 
ter’s sleep, not in the pound, but in a 
big cellar. This is kept dark and above 
the freezing point, but not too warm 
The dealers here have an immense trade 
in terrapin in Washington, Baltimore 
Philadelphia and New’ York. 
They re 
: ved one order for $3,000 worth of ter 
rapin on the occasion of the visit of L l 
Hung Chang to New York, aud they 
supplied the terrapin for the Bradley 
Martin ball. They also muko large ship 
manta to the west. 
The terrapin shippers are opposed to 
the bill now pending in the legislature. 
By its provisions the catching of dia­ 
mond back terrapin between April I 
and Nov. I is prohibited, under a pen­ 
alty of $10 for every terrapin caught, 
trapped or killed. At no time shall the 
terrapin caught measure less than fi'e 
inches on the undershell. 
No person 
shall have in his possession, expose for 
halo or buy any of the aforesaid fish 
during tho closed season. 
George Biggin, another largo dealer, 
who has a pound containing between 
8,000 aud 1 0 ,0 0 0 terrapin, says: 
“ The bill will have the tendency to 
destroy our business 
and throw the 
trad e'o f Maryland dealers 
into 
the 
bands of Virginians, while at the same 
tim e it will retard instead of promot­ 
ing the propagation of terrapin. 
The 
terrapins will be caught just the same, 
and instead of being sold to legitimate 
dealers who would place them in pounds 
where they m ight grow and fatten they 
will he kept in barrels and boxes until 
the season opens, when they will be 
placed upon the m arket in a bad condi 
tion. 
“ There is a great misapprehension 
among the majority of people as to the 
actual age of a terrapin which measure* 
eight inches on the under shell. 


f i r m 
was greatly mistaken in the same 
fac t when we started to raise terrapins 
from eggs. 
We have reached tho con­ 
clusion from actual experience that an 
eight inch terrapin must be about 50 
years old. If terrapin would grow about 
un inch every year, there would be a 
fortune in raising them. Their growth 
for the fir:® three or four years is rapid, 
but o ttir that it is almost imperceptible 
from year to year. 
We have been at a 
great deal of expense in fitting up our 
pound and have endeavored to develop 
the terrapin industry. The law also pro- 
rides th1** the destruction of diamoue 


barit lf rrapio eggs is absolutely prohib­ 
ited, the pi unity for violating this pro­ 
vision b» lug not less than $‘-*5 *or more 
thau $100 tor each offense. 
It seem* to 
as that tho best way to prohibit the de­ 
tractio n of terrapin eggs I* far the stat© 
to offer a good price for them and let 
them be hatched out in the hatcheries 
of the state 
After the young terrapin 
have reached a certain ago they can be 
liberated without danger of their being 
destroyed. 
T h e re would bo uo indoor* 
men! to catchers to use the eggs for feed 
if they were assured of a good price 
from the fish commissioners.

A Critic Who F*r* Til at It Ha* Lowered 
tho Standard of Art. 
Has photography accomplished any­ 
thing? Yes; it has cheapened art great­ 
ly. 
It bas lowered the standard with a 
public that 
instinctively prefers the 
sham aud the machine made and the 
microscopic. 
It has reduced the artist 
to a demoralizing struggle with tho 
am ateur simply to get his bread and 
butter. In the beginning of the century 
England was celebrated for itK beauti­ 
fully illustrated books, in which the 
gTeatost artists, engraver* and printers 
collaborated 
to 
produce 
a 
perfect 
whole. 
Today the place of these liooks 
lins been taken by The Strand Magazine 
aud The Sketch, thanks to the services 
of photography. In the making of books, 
however, the tendency ha* always been 
toward the survival of the cheapest, and 
the cheapest—usually the newest 
ba* 
always interested artists for awhile, 
though for other reasons than its cheap 
ness. 
Steel engravings succumbed before 
wood engraving aud lithography, aud 
they, iii turn, have succumbed to the 
cheapness of tile process man. In many ; 
ways until lately process was a great 
advance upon any other form of repro­ 
duction. Now process block maker* are 
mostly photographers, who are killing 
each other in the race for cheapness 
I 
do not want any one to think I would 
imply that photography is not useful to 
tho artist 
On the contrary, it is, and 
especially in illustration, since it pre­ 
serves tile illustrator's original design 
Tor him. It enables the architect to get, 
at small expense and without the trou­ 
ble of going to se© aud draw them, bits 
of detail in foreign lauds, though this is 
a questionable advantage. 
Abe world s 
greatest architects managed very well 
without it. 
One critic has said that if 
photographers would torn their atton 
tion to the recording of historic events, 
like the jubilee, or of vanishing build­ 
ings they could do an immense service 
to art 
In one way this is true, in an­ 
other it is not 
Surely this critic would be the last to 
suggest that the cinematographic “ pic- 
tores” —the whole 
22,000 of 
them, 
shown at the Empire, I think—are equal 
to one picture of a procession by Carpac­ 
cio painted centuries before we bad any 
photograph*. 
No doubt 22,000 artists 
would be required to secure as many 
views of the jubilee procession as were 
obtained by the cinematograph, and 
their employment m ight have been too 
in ach of a good thing. But if, say, half 
a dozen accomplished artists had been 
commissioned aud allowed to do what 
they wanted, might we not have had 
record of some artistic importance? As 
to the photographing of old buildings 
which would the architect rather have 
—an etching by Piranesi or a photo 
graph by one of the most revolutionary 
of the Salon photographers? — Joseph 
Peunell in Contemporary Review.
